[0007] The invention also relates to a method of advertising comprising the 
steps of fabricating bottle packaging dividers that each have an exterior face, imprinting 
advertising information on the exterior faces, distributing the bottle dividers to retail 
outlets licensed to sell bottles of wine or liquor, or to merchandising companies, and 
employees of the retail outlets placing the bottle dividers between to bottles of wine or 
liquor sold by the retail outlets at the time of packaging individual bottles for taking by a 
purchaser, or employees of merchandising companies placing the bottle dividers 
between to bottles of wine or liquor when merchandising the bottles.

Claim 4, line 1, delete "said". 
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Explanation for Examiner's Amendment 

3. The specification has been amended so that it is consistent with the claims as 
well as applicant's remarks (see page 7, fourth paragraph, of Remarks filed 19 August 
2005). 

Claim 4 has been amended to correct an editorial error. 

REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The prior art has been reviewed and the examiner is of the opinion that the 
claims define over the prior art because of the recited limitation "with said advertising 
information positioned to be visible to said purchaser" (claim 1, lines 9 and 10, and 
claim 10, lines 11 and 12). This newly added language found in claims 1 and 10 is not 
deemed to be new matter, as it is fully supported by the originally filed drawings. The 
combination of steps set forth in each of claims 1 and 10 is not found in the prior art. In 
particular, the dividers when placed within a package for the bottles must be place "with 
said advertising information positioned to be visible to said purchaser". Furthermore, 
while individual references of the prior art do teach fabricating bottle dividers, imprinting 
advertising, distributing the dividers, and employees placing the dividers between the 
bottles; the examiner does not find the recited limitation "with said advertising 
information positioned to be visible to said purchaser" within or fairly well suggested by 
the prior art.
